Should Towns be Abolished? 


The city manager of Eau Claire, Doug- 


las Weiford. startled a legislative council 
committee studying urban problems re- 
cently when he declared that town govern- 
ment should be abolished in Wisconsin. 
He is a member of the committee. 


As expected, his proposal was shelved. 


Town government is still a sacred cow as 
far as the Wisconsin legislature is con- 
cerned because the political strength of so 
many of the lawmakers is rooted in town- 
ship politics. But while Weiford is the 
first to state his opinions so bluntly, there 
are many other persons in state govern- 
ment who share his viewpoint to some ex- 
tent, and we are going to hear more public 
discussion of ihis issue. 


The move in the legislature at the last 


session to reapportion county boards on the 
basis of one man, one vote carne to naught 
because of the opposition of legislators 
sympathetic to town government One of 


the most potent levers townships wield to- 
day is their supervisor on the county board 
regardless of iheir population. The sound- 
est plan for reapportioning county boards 
is to set an ideal figure on county board 
membership, say 20, and then elect mem- 
bers by supervisor districts. But under this 
system obviously only the most heavily 
populated townships would keep their sole 
board representation. 


Wisconsin's 1.272 towns support gov- 


ernments which cost seme seven million 
dollars a year to run. They spend some 
60 million dollars a year, performing func- 
tions which all students of local govern- 
ment agree could be done more efficiently 
by other large governmental units. 


The complete abolition of town govern- 


ment in Wisconsin is not the solution. But 
consolidation of townships into more effi- 
cient units is in the offing no matter how 
the town lobby will object 


A Full-Time City Attorney 


For some unknown reason, the Com- 


mon Council's Welfare and Ordinance 
Committee has seen fit to pigeonhole a 
proposed charter ordinance which would 
make the position of Appleton City Attor- 
ney a full-time one. 


Appletnn. with more than 50.000 popu- 


lation, is undoubtedly one of the few cities 
of its size in the country without the serv- 
ices of full-time legal counsel. For some 
time the city has had a part-time attorney, 
elected even." two years, and receiving 
§6.900 a year. 


Several weeks ago an ordinance was in- 


troduced in the Common Council, and re- 
ferred back to committee- It called for 
making the city attorney's position full- 
time, and appointive instead of elective. 
There seems to be agreement 'among a ma- 
jority of aldermen that making the job 
full-time is long overdue. 


Previously, the present city attorney 


requested the city hire him a part-time 
assistant. This was rejected by the Budget 


Examining Committee when it held hear- 
ings last 
fall 
on 1964 
departmental 


budgets. 


It seems to us there is moi 
than 


enough municipal legal work for a fu'J-hme 
attornej'. keeping In mind that he must 
make numerous court appearances prose- 
cuting city cases in addition to taking care 
of legal details originating at City Hall. 


Because three candidates entered the 


race for the Wisconsin Supreme Court, 
there will be a March 10 primary election. 
Would not this be the logical time to put 
the question to the voters of Appleton to 
determine their thinking on the status of 
the city attorney's position? The Common 
Council has the authority to order a refer- 
endum. 


Appleton should have a full-time city 


attorney, and the sooner the better. Should 
the Common Council disagree on how he 
should attain office, the referendum ques- 
tion could state whether the position 
should be appointive (by the mayor with 
Council approval) cr elective. 


Problems With the 25-Hour Week 


Two years ago union electricians in 


New York City won a contract providing 
for a five-hour work day, or a 25-hour 
work week. And they have been reaping a 
harvest in overtime pay during the mighty 
building boom in the metropolis, capped 
by construction for the World's Fair. 


But now there are signs that the boom 


is levelling off. And the electricians report- 
edly are beginning to worry over how they 
are going to keep their members at work 
under such a contract. They have been 
meeting with representatives of the con- 
tractors and there are reports they are 
willing to give a bit on contract terms. 


These union electricians get S4.96 an 


hour straight time. One proposal is for a 
S3.-50 rate for -'secondary work," which 
could include work for home owners and 


small businessmen. The union has also 
hinted it might approve two work turns of 
six hours each, now forbidden. A contrac- 
tor could work one shift for six hours, in- 
cluding one hour of overtime, and then an- 
other shift for six hours, giving him 12 
hours of production a day. 


One reason the union was able to get 


such a contract was that there was a severe 
shortage of electricians in New York two 
years ago. The high pay plus overtime has 
attracted electricians to the city from the 
surrounding area, and there no longer is a 
shortage. 


The union may find that it has priced 


itself out of a lot of electrical work during 
the boom, and that it may have a hard time 
getting repair and remodelling work back 
at the prices it is charging. 


New Detergents Coming 


Working under the gun of a govern- 


ment edict, one manufacturer has con- 
cluded a six months field test of a new 
detergent which will break down under 
sewage treatment and which still cleans 
as well as present detergents. The trial 
v.-as carried out in a small community in 
Virginia snd is the first to be announced 
by any soapmaker. 


The manufacturer is satisfied enough 


so that as soon as the firm can get con- 
tinuous deliveries of the raw material the 
new detergent will be put into production. 


It should be available on store shelves by 
early 1965. 


Detergents now being used do not 


break down in sewage treatment and there 
has been concern at all levels of govern- 
ment over their polluting effects oa rivers 
and lakes. 


The achievement by this one soapmaker 


is evidence again of the ability of Amer- 
ican industry to solve tough problems un- 
der pressure. It is also evidence that in- 
dustry will cooperate to the fullest degree 
when the public good is involved.
